|The Mew, Wostminster: Tragedy. 


By the steamer Enterprise we aré1n receipt 


of our usual files of the New. Westiniaster 
papers, which are filled with accounts of the 
hopritile tragedy which tqokr'piece tast week 
at tbat city, Our readers are already aware 
that the unfortunate victiu of what is sup- 
posed.to be a dastardly outrage, bas passed 
to bis lest resting place on earth, atid that 
the case is one of the most remarkable which 
has ever taken place among the crigies of our
